2. Claims 10 and 12-19 are pending and have been allowed.

Independent claims 1 (method claim), and 19 (system claim) are allowed because 
the closes prior art references of Shyla Sangaran, May 22, 2000 "Getting the fell of 
trading stocks online", New Straits Times, Kuala Lumpure and Selleck (US 
2001/0049651) in any combination failed to teach or render obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art, a method, a system of a simulator having an award participants of 
awarding each participant an item of value in an amount awarded at the end of the 
investment period that is equal to all of any representative net profits the participant 
simulated during an investment period and sending information about the simulated 
trades from the simulated trading system to a hedge operations server for execution of 
actual trading in order to hedge the risk of needing to earn money. 

Additional Relevant Prior Art 

US 6,709,330 (Klein et al.) "Stock Simulation Engine For an Option Trading 
Game. Klein et al. does not disclose sending simulator information for actual trading.
